The developments at the Lon­ 
don conference have not chang­ 
ed the repub lican plans to this 
effect and it was indicated that 
a movement earlier than hereto­ 
fore planned, was contempla­ 
ted. 
Plans for b ringing ab out a 
state of peace b etween the L'nil- 
cd States and Germany through 
the passage of the Knox resolu­ 
tion was b eing perfected in the 
senate. The senate will continue 
in session after March 4. and 
will not b o many days there­ 
after b efore the Knox resolu­
